LA  CHALCOGRAPHIE  DU  LOUVRE

This  unique  collection,  the  first  offered  at  public  sale  in  the  United 
States,  was  the  one  offered  to  Mr.  Achillc  Fould  in  1856  as  a  souvenir 
of  two  of  his  enterprises  which  obtained  the  utmost  success.  One  was 
the  International  Exhibition  of  18.55,  the  other  Ihe  reorganization  of  the 
Louvre  as  a  Public  Museum. 

The  Chaleographie  du  Louvre,  based  on  the  same  lines  as  the  Chaleo- 
graphie Apostolique  of  Rome,  was  organized  in  1782  with  the  plates,  which 
from  1699  were  the  property  of  the  French  Crown,  but  it  was  only  after 
the  Exhibition  of  1855  that  Napoleon  III,  under  the  guidance  of  Achilla 
Fould  (at  that  time  Minister  of  Finance)  obtained  a  credit  of  350,000 
francs  to  reorganize  the  Chaleographie  on  an  artistic  and  useful  basis. 

This  collection  contains  about  4,700  plates  which  represent,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  plates  listed  below,  all  the  subjeets  in  the  possession 
of  the  Louvre  at  that  time.

The  plates  were 
purchased  by  a  French  print  dealer  named  Cain,  who  addeil  the  inscrip 
tions  to  the  plates  and  sold  them  as  rare  engravings. 

The  Promenade  Publiquc,  which  ought  to  have  been  included  in  the 
set,  was  found  to  be  too  large  and  was  replaced  by  the  i)ortrait  of  Ser- 
gent  Marceau  by  8ergent.
